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It has ocenrred to us that in
connection with the publication
of Mr, Pittman’s letter, a brief
gllusion to several missiovaries |
who went from, or stood closely
related to, McConnellshurg, might
not be without interest to many
of our readers.

On July 9, 1550, the Rev. Rob-
ert S. Fullerton, who had recent-
Iy gradoated from the Western
Theological Seminary, at Alle-
gheny, Pa., was married to|Miss
Martha White, a sister of the
Rev. N. G, White, for many years
the loved aud honored pastor of
MeConnellsburg, Greeu Hill and
Wells  Valley Dresbyterian
churches., They were married
by Rev. Mr. White at his resi
dence—now that of Mr, and Mrs,
W, 8. Dickson at the corner of
Water and Second street in this
place, They sailed from Boston
with a party of outgoing mission-
aries for India August 1, 1850.
Their field of labor was Futteh-
gurh. Several weeks before
thieir sailing were spent in Me-
Connellsburg,

David Elliott Campbell was
born near Mercersburg, His
mother died when he was but a
fow months old. His father re-
mwoved to the West,  When David
was a boy, about ready to enter
upon his collega studies, he came
to MecConnellsburg to make his
home with his unele Elias David-
son.  With his uncle he found not
only a home, but in him a friend
who assumed the expenses of his
education, fivst at Marshall Col-
loge, Mercersburg, and then at
the Western Theological Semi-
pary, Allegheny, Pa. Onthe 2of
June, 1850, he was married to
Miss Maria J. Bigham, whose
birthplace was Millersburg,Ohio,
and received her education at
Steubenville (Ohio) Female Semi-
nary. The Campbells with the
Fullertons spent several weeks
at MeConnellsburg before start-
ing together to be co-workers io
FPuttehgurh. Mr. and Mrs. Da-
vidson accompanied them as far
as Chambersburg, at that time
the nearest railroad point.

Mrs, Davidson filled a mother’s
place in the heart of the mother-
less young Campbell.  Ina letter
written only four months before
his oruel death he penned these
words: I can never forget the
happy days I spent under your
ropf. I love to think of those
days now gope forever, and to
dwell upon the memory of my
dear, dear aunt, now in a far hap-
pier world, No, the sunny mem-
ory of my residence in MeCon-
nallsburg will be the last to fade
away, and if my God should
spare me to & good old age, hoary
hairs will still find me in grateful
remembrance of all my good un-
cle and dear depurted aunt’s
kindness to me when a boy in
their midst.”

Mr. Campbell, with his friend
Fullerton, was one of the original
members of the Presbytery of
Furrakhabad, Northern India,
prior to the meeting of our Gen-
eral Assembly of 1501,

and two little children, Rev. John
Edgar Freeman and wife, Rev.
Albert O. Johuson and wife and
the Rev, Robert M., Mullin and
wife attempted to make their es.

Govarnor Stone has signed the
bill providing for the contraliza-
tion of township schools and to
provide high schools for towas-
ships. The bill was introducad
by Representative Myors, ol
Cumberland county,and provides
for the centralization of township
schools and also high schools for
townships, Tt intended 1o

| muke the rural high school lnw of
| 18685 practical by bringing all the
pupils within the influence of the
“high-priced teacher™ employed
for the central high school;
abandon the poorly attended dis.
trict school, and convey the puo- |
pils to o central graded school, |
thus increasing the interest, reg-
ularity of attendance and sanitary
conditions; to diminish the :-.\-|
pense of running the township
szhools, as has been done,accord-
ing to the veport of nearly all the
townships in which centralization
is now in operation.

The bill also provides for “the |
couveyance of pupils to one or|
more central schools™ thus avoid-
ing extremedistances, Existing
laws provide for the union of two |
ormore townships, and for chang- |
ing township lines sor school |
purposes. It requires a petition |
signed by at least & majority of
the gqualified voters in the town-
ship. 'These signers must own
or represent property amount:
ing to at least one-fourth the as-
sessed valnation of the township.
It must then be submitted to a
vote of the people, thus giving
abundant time for discussion, in
vestigation and caleculation. 1t
must be voted on at & regular
election, when township officers
arg elected, thus aveiding any
extra expense, It repeals no|
lnws and therefore does not hnter-
fere with the plans of districts
whaere centralization may not
adopted,
